He said the matter had been taken up with Chairman 5;ennis who 
is reluctant to take issue with Chairman Fulbright on what Stennis regards 
as a legitimate area of interest on the part of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. It is French's opinion (he is a former minority staff member of 
the Senate Armed Services Committee) that Senator Margaret Chase Smith 
could be influential with Stennis on this matter. French and I agreed to 
keep in touch on this situation.
